Again in the chapter dealing witn

the amelioration of the condition of
slaves, after showing tho influence
of a strong kingship in combating
the harshness of individual slave-
holders, the author thus describes
the function of the church in deal-
ing with the condition of the slavo.
"Another stronghold," she writes,
"of hope for the slavo was the
.power of the Roman Catholic
church. "What the King represented
within the political sphere the
pishop represented within the
moral. There is no doubt that
out for the constant good offices
of the church through her minis-
ters, the Improvement dn the condl-o- f

the clave would have been of
far slower growth. The Bishop
of course could as little as the
King interfere with the actual own-
ership or abolish slavery; but ho
tried to exorcise religious as well
as a practical pressure upon the
slave-holde- r. On tho one side,
mild treatment of tho slave was
always spokon of as one of the
important evidences of Christian
spirit; on the other side, tho
churches and monasteries were rec-
ognized places of refuge for tho
fugitive or abused slave, tho priest
or the Abbot before giving the
slave over eocacuTfgr' an oath or
promise from the slave-owne- r to do
the refugee no further harm."

Not only was tho church, how-
ever, actively tho champion of tho
slave, but what power the King
had to exert in the slave's behalf
ho owed to the influence of the
church. For as the author writes:
"It was likewise duo to tho Influ
ence of tho church that tho Klnprs
mind acquired the

protective power which it very
soon came to have, inasmuch as to
the church tho King's position alone
seamed stable enough to' offer suc-

cessful resistance to the violence
and contempt for human life which
certainly characterized Germanic
society."

Again wo are told "tho church
also favored liberation of the slaves
to degree which far exceodod
that of any private or public slave
owner." wane true tnat at
times and in some places church
man and monasteries owned slaves,
the author goes on to say that "in
?h!r respect, as In many others,
tp church had to conform to the
Ctonunili; cuuuiuuu uivi mm.-- , tiuu
In bor struggle for material de--

tndenco. wluch alone could secure
success to her in nor ideal pur-
suits, she needed' cheap labor and
tok this from whatever source fit
was offered.

The boys w&e comlmr back
from the trencheaSwhere they had
fought side by sldwlth tho Brit
ish. There was stulysome disdffec-np- nr

but" it amounted to almost
n&thlng. Ireland was friendly and,
growing all tho time more friendly.
m.additlon to the sentiment of

fljMlgJUIng on the same slder there was
nJWfc encouragement of prosperity,

ana partly also oy we large war
allowances, to tho families of sol-
diers. The tide began to set the
other way with thq failure to put
the home rule plan" into operation
and it began to run its strongest
after the executions that followed
the rebellion. j

On February 5 there was an elec-
tion in Roscommon. Thore were a
Nationalist candidate and' an Inde- -

pendent Nationalist candidate. To;
gether they polled- - 239S votes.
Against them ran' a Sinn Fein can-
didate, three of whoso sons had
been ringleaders In the Dublin re-
bellion. Not for fifty yeara before
this election had any representative
of constitutional action been beaten
at the polls by a candidate oppos-
ing thoso methods. , The SlnnjFeln
candidate polled 3,022 vojos. &

The big reasons whyf thojllrlsh
problem Is a hard, onearejjfatrly
simple. In the flralplaco, lulanoi
Ireland and England. Tho English
members of tho House of Commons
could, probably vote five or six to
one in favor of any home rule ar
rangement on which the Irish
would unite. Tho difficulty is be-

tween the different elements In Ire-
land itself. ' -

Next in importance to the divis-
ion among the Irish themselves
should be put the nature ot the
British bureaucracy in Ireland.
Dublin Castle has been almost
wholly without imagination. It has
not been filled with men who were
capablo of doing what Britons had
done in South Africa. It has not
tried to understand the Irish and to
act according to their nature, but
merely to Impose upon them tho
most rigid British point of view.
Most of tho difficulties we see in
Ireland are such as will disappear
with time, but nevertheless will re-
quire a considerable amount of
time. This particular matter of per-
sonnel, howevor, ono would think,
"could bo changed rapidly if it were
realized in England how much of
the difficulty of working out the
Irish situation has been due to ad
ministrative density. Even so the
largest lines what the Irish desire
is not an imitation of British insti
tutions. Thore are not a largo
numbor of Irishmen who do careful,
constructive, patient .thinking after
the manner of Sir Horace Plunkett
and George Russell. That class,
like the general public, is convinced
that what Ireland wants Is some-
thing widely different from what
England has.

Tho one chief and successful
business system thus far put into
effect in Ireland pertains to agri-
culture. The move-
ment which has done so much in
Denmark, Germany, Italy, and is
beginning to make its first timid
advances in tho United States, has
been the most valuable work ever
done for the reconstruction of Ire
land. It combines a total economic
increase with unquestionable im- -
Drovemont in the lot of every indi
vidual worker, The best thought In
Ireland desires that the same thing
shall, happen when manufacturing
spreads through the land. They
know how much harder it is xo
cure evils than to prevent them.
They do not wish Industries to grow
into what wo are familiar with in
some of. our modern industrial
countries, but to grow from tho be-

ginning intq what most modern
thinkers agree must be for the
actual benefit of all. They wish
no Industries 'that destroy health,
that Dut hundreds of thousands
into slavery, that widen inequality..
They wish laws therefore wnicn
will bring it about that industries
are built upon something like a

plan; on a plan at
least that will make it impossible
for a few men to control the des-

tinies of all.
The Catholics and Protestants

Several Court Decisions Are Incor
porated Into the New

Law. '

CONTRACT LABOR- - PROVISIONS.

On February 1 and February 5,
1917, tho Houso and Senate passed
over the President's veto "An act
to reguloto tho immigration of
aliens to and the residence of aliens
in the United States." This. act is
to take effect on May 1, 1917, and
retains many of the features of the
existing act of February 20, 1907,
as amended by the act of March 26,
1910.. '7

Besides the features of the:, W
laws carried over, important
changes and additions were made,
largely for the purposo of stricter
enforcement and a clearer under-
standing of the provisions of tho
act, the Tesults of several court de-
cisions being incorporated into the
new law. The head tax of $4 "un-
der the present law is changed to
$8 under the new, but is not par
able on behalf of children under
sixteen years of age who accompany
their father or their mother. The
provisions as to excluded classes
are strengthened and extended to
certain classes of persons of mental,
physical or moral inferiority not in-
cluded In the old act. The pro-
visions as to contract labor are
made more rigid, though profes
sional nurses are added to tho pro--
tessionai classes exempted from the
operation of the contract labor pro
visions. On the other hand, the
former provision admitting persons
employed strictly as personal or
domestic servants has been nar-
rowed to include only personsijem-ploye- d

as domestic servaiW: A
new exclusion Is one hased on a lit-
eracy test, its provisions being ex-
pressed In the following language:

"All alfensfover sixteen years of
age, physically capable of reading.

guage, or some omer language or
dialect, including Hebrew or Yid-
dish; provided, that any admissible
alien, or any alien heretofore or here-
after legally admitted, or any citizen
of tho United States may bring da
or send for hla father or grand-
father over fifty-fiv-e years of age,
his wife, his mother, his grand-
mother or his unmarried or wid
owed daughter, if otherwise ad
missible, whether such relative can
read or not, and such relative shall
be permitted to enter. That for
the purpose of ascertaining whether
aliens can read the immigrant in-
spectors shall be furnished with
slips of uniform size, prepared un-
der the direction of the Secretary
of Labor, each containing not less
than thirty nor more than forty
words in ordinary use, printed in
plainly legible type in some one of
the various languages or dialects of
Immigrants. Each tllen may desig-
nate tho particular languago or
dialect in which ho desires
the examination to bo made.
and shall bo required to read the
words printed on the slip in such
language or dialect. That tho fol-
lowing classes of persons shall be
exempt from the operation of tho
literacy test, to-wl- All aliens who
shall prove to the satisfaction
of the proper immigration officer or
to the Secretary of Labor that they
are seeking admission to the United
States to avoid Tellgious persecu-
tion in the country of their last
permanent residence, whether such
persecutions bo evidenced by overt
acta or by laws or governmental
regulations that discriminate
against tho alien or tho roco to
which ho belongs' because or his
religious faith; all aliens who have
been lawfully admitted to the
United States and who have re
sided therein continuously for five
years and who return to tho United
States within six' months from- - the
date of tholr departure "therefrom;
all aliens in transit through the
United States; all aliens who have
been lawfully admitted to the
United States and who later shall
go In transit from one part of the
United States to another through
foreign contiguous territory: Pro-
vided, that nothing In this act shall
exclude, If otherwise admissible,
persons convictedj or who admit tho
commission, or who teach or advo-
cate the commission, of an offense
purely political."

New sections are addled with tho
intent of regulating tho landing of
alien seamen in United States ports,
so as to give Teasonable assurance
that violation and evasion of the
immigrant law do not result there-
from. Heavier penalties are as-
sessed against transportation com-
panies which violate the provislone
of tho act, and provision is also
raado for tho reimbursement by
them of the fare of certain inad-
missible classes of persons brought
over by ouch companies.

Provisions are made for placing
on board ot vessels, foreign as well
as domestic, bringing aliens 4o
United States ports, surgeons of the
Public Health Sen-ic- e and matrons
of tho Immigration Service, the ob-
ject .being to afford more thorough
observation' and examination of
aliens wkh a view to detecttar dts
ease and physical and mesial d- -

fee.
